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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during April were valued at £2,646,870, which shows 
a decrease of £107,291, as compared with the corresponding month of 
last year, For the four months there was a decrease of £564,037, or 
nearly 5 per cent., as compared with last year. The direct oversea 
imports during April amounted to £1,396,944, as compared with 
£1,673,877 in 1907 ; the total for the four months was £6,382,973, an 
inerease of £286,526 over the corresponding figures for 1907. There 
were increases in apparel and soft goods, boots and shoes, machinery, 
and sugar; and decreases in iron and steel, metal manufactures, 
kerosene, spirits, and tobacco. Gold also shows a heavy falling-off. 


The oversea exports for April amounted to £1,698,615, and show a 
decrease of £304,187 compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. Wool decreased by £271,000, minerals by £28,000, wheat by 
by £82,000, and meats by £26,000. For the four months there was a 
decrease in the.oversea exports of £3,559,103, or over 29 per cent., as 
compared with last year. Most of the principal articles show large 
decreases: Wool, £2,426,000; wheat, £626,000 ; minerals, £305,000 ; 
meats, £166,000 ; skins, £160,000; and tallow, £76,000 ; butter, coal, 
and wine, alone show increases. Separating merchandise from gold, the 
exports of the former during the four months decreased by £3,766,451, 
but the latter increased by £207,348. 


Public Finances —The Public Accounts for April show that the net revenue 
for the month was £1,179,587, or £139,203 less than in April of last 
year. During the ten months ended 30th April the revenue was 
£11,839,991, being £805,801, or 7°3 per cent. more than the corresponding 
period of the last financial year. The principal increases in receipts 
during the ten months were from Commonwealth returns, £707,980 ; 
Railways, £382,845 ; and Sydney Harbour Trust, £24,447. The returns 
from taxation decreased by £222,585; and Land Revenue, £26,206. 
The expenditure during April was £1,242,459, an increase of £58,431 
as compared with Aprileof last year. During the ten months the 
expenditure was £10,478,451, being £42,515, or -4 per cent. more than 
in 1906-7. Expenditure on Government Departments decreased by 
£126,168, and on Business Undertakings imereased by £234,030. 
Interest payments decreased by £65,347, On the 30th April, 1908, 
the balance to credit of the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
£1,591, 912. 

Kailways.—In the report on Railways for the quarter ended 31st March it 
is shown that the net earnings decreased by £55,379, as compared with 
the corresponding quarter of 1907 ; but during the first nine months of 
the financial year the net gain amounted to £26,660, which is very 
satisfactory, considering the large concessions that have been made in 
fares and freights. In all branches of traffic an improvement is shown, 
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Banks of Isswe-—The banking averages for the quarter ended 31st March 
show that the current accounts increased by £830,190 during the 
quarter. Compared with the corresponding period of last year, there 
has been an increase of £525,881 in current accounts, while deposits as 
a whole increased by £1,940,076. Reserves of coin and bullion were 
£1,379,629 more. Advances increased by £193,061 during the quarter, 
and during the year by £3,404,983. These figures all exhibit very 
satisfactory results. 


Manufacturing Industries.—The returns relating to employment in manu- 
factories show that the number of hands increased by 9,372, the total 
number employed in 1907 being 87,194, of whom 66,667 were males 
and 20,527 females. Part of the increase is, however, due to the 
inclusion for the first time of factories, which ought to have been 
included but which were omitted by the collectors in previous years. 
The industries in which the largest increases took place were those 
working in clothing, vehicles, and saddlery, metal works and machinery, 
and those connected with food and drink. ‘There was also a general 
increase in the wages paid, the total for 1907 being £6,679,400, as 
against £5,591,900 in 1906. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during April was 20,734 oz. crude, equal 
to 14,739 oz. fine, valued at £62,608. The value of gold produced 
during the four months was £328,355, and showed a decrease of 
£36,462, as compared with the corresponding period of 1907. 


Prices.—The general index number for April was very slightly higher than 
for March, but was 11 per cent. lower than for April of last year. The 
index number for pastoral produce was 1,160, for metals 1,092, and 
for all articles 1,180. During the month the prices of most articles 
remained almost stationary ; butter, flour, lead, and silver declined, 
whereas copper, tin, and coal showed an upward tendency. 


Meteorology.—During April the rainfall was generally patchy and scattered 
throughout the State, and was below the average. Some splendid falls 
were, however, recorded in the northern districts, principally the North 
Coast. 

Land Selections.—During April 178 new settlers applied for 96,456 acres ; 
and 57,879 acres, representing 64 blocks, were set apart for residential 
settlement. Since the beginning of the year the number of new settlers 
has been 707, and the area applied for 388,531 acres. The original area 
set apart for residential settlement since the Ist January has been 
262,129 acres, representing 332 blocks.

The assets have been caleulated on the basis of actual returns, by taking 
the net return from the business undertakings of the State for the year 
1906-7, and capitalising at 34 per cent. In addition, the value of the land 
still remaining to the State has been estimated on the basis of the annual 
revenue received, and the amount still outstanding on land alienated. Also 
the actual amount of the Sinking Fund and Cash in hand on 30th June, 
1907, has been included. There is little doubt that the value quoted above 
of the public lands still unalienated is greatly under-estimated, but no valuation 
has been made by the Lands Department. 


Tt will be seen from the statement that the excess of assets over liabilities 
is over 28 millions sterling, which may be regarded as extremely satisfactory. 
It should also be pointed out that in estimating the assets, no account has 
been taken of works not directly producing revenue, such as harbour works, 
roads and bridges, and others, although, of course, indirectly these works 


have been of great service in developing the country.
